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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments made were not persuasive. In response to 
Applicant's argument that Sutterlin does not identify any drawbacks or problems associated with tissue removal to form a recess between a hole formed 
in tissue and a defect in an annulus, the limitations on which the Applicant relies are not stated in the claims. Therefore, it is irrelevant whether the 
reference includes those features or not. 

In response to the distal end of the cannula not being positioned where the brush member is positioned while the brush member removes tissue is not 
completely accurate. This is capable especially if the hole is made to be larger allowing the lip to be positioned in the defect. It has been held that a 
recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior 
art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 U.SPQ2d 1647 (1987). Just because the art of reference may be silent to 
a specific limitation, does not mean it is not capable of performing that function. The function language has been evaluated and the given prior art has 
the ability to perform these claimed functions if one desired to do so. 

Applicant argues that the prior art does not disclose a positioning flange extending distally from said guid member and offset from said passage. This 
lip does extend radially but can also be interpreted as extending distally depeding on how you define direction and/or locations of parts of the device. 

With respect to claim 73, the applicant argues that the slot does not extend through a distal end of the cannula. The slot does not extend through the 
distal end in a longitudinal direction, but it is interpreted that the slot extends radially through the distal end. The distal end is considered to be between 
the point of numerical marker 22 and 30 of figure 1 in Sutterlin et al. Under this interpretation the slot can be considered to be extending through the 
distal end. 
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
